DOG  NUISANCE 

This  past  year  the  Selectmen  have  received  a  substan- 
tial increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  regarding  dogs 
that  are  running  loose  through  oiu:  Town.  There  is  in  effect 
a  statute  that  requires  that  dogs  be  leashed  and  that  the 
Selectmen  or  dog  officer  or  constable  has  the  right  to  de- 
stroy the  animal  if  after  warning  the  owner  does  not  com- 
ply with  the  statute  and  restrain  the  dog.

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Librarian's  Report 


The  Librarian  and  Trustees  were  kept  busy  throughout 
the  year  attending  meetings  and  workshops  pertaining  to 
the  Budget,  Law  and  Revenue  Sharing,  School  and  Public 
Library  cooperation  and  others. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant  event  of  the  year  was  the 
organizing  of  a  Friends  of  the  Library  group.  To  raise  funds 
for  this,  a  successful  book  sale  was  held,  which  we  hope 
to  make  an  annual  event.  As  their  first  project  the  "Friends" 
found  volunteers  for  the  evening  library  hours,  and  to  assist 
the  librarian  during  tne  afternoon,  i'lie  Librarian  and 
Trustees  are  extremely  gratified  by  the  response  to  this 
project  and  are  sincerely  appreciative  of  its  help. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Jackson  Community  Asso- 
ciation, and  with  the  help  of  excellent  volunteers,  great 
strides  were  made  toward  the  completion  of  the  card  cat- 
alog. 

The  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.  00)  the  Library's 
allotment  of  the  Revenue  Sharing  Funds,   was  used  for  ne- 
cessary work  on  the  floors. 

Gifts  of  money  have  been  received  from  ±e  Jackson 
Community  Association  and  the  Carroll  County  Kennel 
Club. 

The  Jackson  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Jackson 
PlanningBoard  made  use  of  the  Library  for  their  meetings. 

Circulation  for  1973  was  5694,  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 1000  over  1972.  The  Bookmobile  made  4  visits 
leaving  a  total  of  2760  books.  Fifty  seven  (57)  books  were 
borrowed  from  or  through  the  State  Library  at  Concord. 

A  total  of  235  books  were  added  to  the  collection  from 
purchases  and  gifts,  many  of  the  latter  from  the  excep- 
tionally fine  donations  to  the  "Friends"  book  sale  in  August.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1973 

The  Jackson  Conservation  Commission  is  composed  of 
seven  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  to  serve  three 
year  terms.  Serving  on  the  commission  are-.  Col.  Oliver 
W.  Nelson  (term  expires  1976),  Mrs.  Donald  R.  McClave 
(term  expires  1974),  Thomas  Darville  (term  expires  1974), 
Harry  Day  (term  expires  1976),  Mrs.  Freeman  Frost  (term 
expires  1975),  David  O.  Moreton  (term  expires  1975), 
Mrs.  Donald  B.  MacPhail  (term  expires  1976). 

The  commission  held  11  regular  meetings  during  the 
year  which  were  duly  advertised  and  open  to  the  public. 
Col.  Oliver  W.  Nelson,  commission  chairman,  audited 
meetings  of  the  Jackson  Planning  Board.  The  commission 
was  also  represented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  as 
well  as  attending  enviornmental  workshops  and  conferen- 
ces throughout  the  year. 

Minutes  of  meetings  and  financial  statements  are  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

Projects  undertaken  in  1973  were-. 

MEMORIAL  PARK:  This  project  which  was  initiated  in 
1971  is  essentially  completed.  The  area  has  received  its 
final  inspection  by  the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation  and 
the  final  reimbursement  is  due  to  the  Town  of  Jackson. 
The  total  cost  of  the  project  was  $25,345.00  of  which 
$4,672.50  was  contributed  by  a  town  appropriation  and 
tiie  remaining  funds  received  from  BOR.  Landscaping  will 
be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1974  with  funds  donated  to 
the  commission  by  the  Jackson  Community  Association. 

PROSPECTFARM:  In  October,  the  commission  receiv- 
ed from  the  Trustees  of  Public  Trust  Funds  (Baker  account) 
$  1,  000.  00  to  be  used  for  the  initiation  of  the  management 
plan  accepted  at  the  March,  1973  Town  Meeting.  The 
money  was  used  for  the  clearing  and  refurbishing  of  2  1/^ 
miles  of  trails,  reconstruction  or  installation  of  23  water 
bars,  the  clearing  of  3  acres  of  an  orchard  area  and  the 
clearing  of  the  Memorial  Rock  site  and  view  area.  The 
unspent  balance  has  been  placed  in  the  commission  sav- 
ings account  and  a  complete  financial  statement  rendered 
to  the  Trustees. 

CLEAN-UP-DAY:  On  May  6,  the  commission  sponsored 
a  Clean -up -Day.  Students  from  the  Jackson  Grammar 
School,  Kennett    Junior    and    Senior  High  Schools,    and 
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Youthorizons  picked  up  trash  and  litter  from  town  roads. 
A  family  picnic  was  held  at  Memorial  Field  with  refresh- 
ments provided  by  the  commission. 

MAPPING:  This  is  an  on-going  project,  which  includes 
the  preparation  of  a  density  profile.  The  commissionhas 
been  hindered  in  its  progress  due  to  the  lack  of  information 
available  on  the  town  tax  cards.  Currently  the  information 
on  the  available  town  maps  is  being  transferred  to  over- 
lays. These  maps  include  Soil  Type,  Slope  Gradient,  Wet- 
lands, Soil  Limitations  for  Septic  Systems  and  Soil  Limi- 
tations in  Run-off  areas.  The  set  of  1:660'  aerial  photo- 
graphs have  been  individually  mounted. 

FORD  FOUNDATION:  On  the  expiration  of  the  Ford 
Foundation  grant  period,  a  written  description  of  the  Com - 
munity  Survey  project  financed  by  the  grant  was  prepared 
as  well  as  a  financial  accounting.  Copies  of  the  reportwere 
also  forwarded  to  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  of- 
fice in  Laconia  and  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions. 

CONSERVATION  EDUCATION:  The  commission  is 
sponsoring  the  preparation  of  an  historical  project.  This 
project  includes  the  preparation  of  a  history  of  the  Town 
of  Jackson  using  citizen  interviews,  pictures  and  research 
as  the  basis.  In  cooperation  with  the  Jackson  Grammar 
School,  interested  students  have  been  invited  to  partici- 
pate. The  project  is  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Donald 
B.  MacPhail. 

LEGISLATION:  The  commission  has  inserted  4  articles 
in  the  town  warrant.  The  commission  requests  the  desig- 
nation of  the  White  Mountain  Inn  cross  roads  as  "scenic". 
The  commission  also  requests  funds  for  operating  expenses. 
Memorial  Field  and  an  appropriation  to  be  added  to  the 
conservation  Trust  Fund.  The  fund  is  established  to  be 
used  for  the  purchaseof  land  either  in  whole  or  with  match- 
ing funds  from  an  outside  source  or  for  options  on  land 
which  the  town  feels  should  be  in  public  domain.  It  should 
be  noted  that  the  expenditure  of  Conservation  Trust  funds 
is  to  be  determined  by  the  town  and  not  solely  by  the  com- 
mission. 

The  commission  is  most  grateful  for  the  assistance  ren- 
dered to  them  by  the  community,  the  office  of  the  select- 
men, the  Jackson  Planning  Board,  the  Jackson  Library,  the 
Jackson  Community  Association  and  Chris  B.  Johnson.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  your  Planning  Board  has  con- 
tinued to  research  and  study  many  of  the  problems  that 
confront  our  Town,  both  now  and  in  the  future.  The  most 
immediateof  the  problems  is  the  proper  design  and  layout 
of  new  sub -divisions,  particularly  concerning  the  planning 
of  roads,  building  set-backs  and  minimum  lot  widths. 
Therefore,  the  Planning  Board  is  asking  the  Town  in  Art- 
icle no.  51  for  the  authority  to  set  up  regulations  for  the 
approval  of  new  sub -divisions.  Prior  to  any  regulations  be- 
ing adopted  by  the  Planning  Board,  there  will  be  at  least 
two  public  hearings  where  all  will  have  the  opportunity  to 
advise  the  Planning  Board  as  to  their  own  particular  con- 
cerns. After  the  proposed  regulations  have  been  formulat- 
ed, they  will  be  mailed  to  all  voters,  requesting  their  o- 
pinions.  The  Conservation  Commission,  particularly  its 
chairman,  Col.  Nelson,  has  been  assisting  the  Planning 
Board  in  its  continuing  preparation  of  the  Town  Master 
Plan  and  Inventory.  In  order  to  keep  the  citizens  of  Jackson 
informed  as  to  what  ordinances  have  been  voted  and  a- 
m ended  over  the  years,  the  Planning  Board  has  researched 
the  Town  Records  back  as  far  as  1921,  and  has  .assembled 
all  the  ordinances  and  amendments,  and  has  had  them 
printed  for  inclusion  in  this  Annual  Town  Report. 
The  results  of  the  voting  at  last  year's  town  meeting  on 
the  seven  amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  were: 

1.  Districts  and  minimum  lot 

2 .  Define  Districts  and  permit  uses 

3.  Offstreet  Parking 

4.  Fines  and  violation  of  ordinances 

5.  Sign  requirements 

6 .  Building  height  limitations 

7 .  Mobile  home 
You  will  note  that  each  item  was  passed  by  a  large  ma- 
jority, and  there  was  an  unusually  large  turn  out  of  voters. 
Although  the  Planning  Board  did  not  use  all  its  budget  last 
year,  it  is  anticipated  more  may  be  used  this  year;  there- 
fore the  Planning  Board  is  again  requesting  $1,  000  to  cover 
expenses  for  secretarial  help,  mailing,  printing,  legal 
fees,  advertising  and  other  costs. 

Meetings  have  been  held,  and  will  continue  to  be  held  on 
the  second  Thursday  of  the  month  at  the  Schoolhouse  at 
7:30  P.M.  Anyone  wishing  to  attend  may  do  so  and  will 
be  welcome.

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ORDINANCES  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  JACKSON 

AS  OF  MARCH  1974 

BUILDING  PERMITS:  Passed  Town  Meeting  1960,   Amend- 
ed 1964  and  1973 

It  is  mandatory  to  obtain  building  permits  for  all  con- 
struction or  new  construction  over  the  value  of  $500,00. 
Permits  to  be  obtained  from  the  selectmen  at  a  cost  of  $5.  00 
and  a  fine  of  $10.  00  to  be  imposed  after  ten  days  from  the 
beginning  of  construction 
USE  OF  TOWN  HALL:  Passed  Town  Meeting  1964 

The  town  disapproves  the  use  of  alcoholic  beverages  at 
parties  and  dances  conducted  in  the  Jackson  Town  Hall. 
DOGS:  Passed  Town  Meeting  1972 

A  Fine  of  $10.00  will  be  imposed  for  each  offense  on 
persons  allowing  dogs  to  run  at  large  or  creating  a  nuisance. 

SUBDIVISION  PLANS:  Passed  Town  Meeting  1972 

(In  accord  with  State  Statutes)  plans  for  subdivision  must 
be  filed  with  the  selectmen  prior  to  any  actual  building  or 
construction. 
BUILDINGS:  Passed  Town  Meeting  1972 

(In  accord  with  State  statutes)  a  building  that  is  des- 
troyed or  badly  damaged  is  required  tobe  repaired  or  clean- 
ed up  to  ground  level  within  six  months  time. 

Zoning  Ordinance:  Passed  Special  Town  Meeting  1971, 

Amended  1973. 

SECTION  1.  Minimum  Lot  Size.  For  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting health,  and  general  welfare  of  this  community  and 
to  regulate  lot  sizes,  open  spaces,  and /or  density  of  pop- 
ulation, be  it  enacted  that. 

A.  For  purpose  of  this  zoning  ordinance  relative  to  mini- 
mum lot  size,  the  Town  of  Jackson  is  hereby  divided  into 
two  districts. 

(1)  The  Village  District  is  that  land  within  500  feet  on 
either  side  of  the  travelled  center  line  of  public  Routes 
#16  and  #16A  and  all  other  land  between  said  routes  with- 
in said  town  and  the  minimum  lot  size  of  subdivided  land 
within  the  same  shall  be  one  acre. 

(2)  The  Rural  and  Residential  District  is  all  that  land 
within  the  Town  of  Jackson  not  otherwise  designated  as 
within  the  Village  District,  and  the  minimum  lot  size  of 
subdivided  land  within  the  same  shall  be  two  acres. 
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(3)  A  development  located  partially  in  the  Village  Dis- 
trict and  partially  in  the  Rural  and  Residential  District  shall 
be  required  to  meet  the  density  requirements  of  the  num- 
ber of  family  '^vvelling  units  in  the  total  development  in 
ratio  to  the  percentage  of  the  total  development  in  each 
district,  but  otherwise  shall  not  be  limited  by  district  lines. 

B.  Condominiums,  cluster  housing,  row  houses,  apartments, 
and  other  similar  forms  of  high  density  family  dwelling 
units,  shall  conform  to  a  ratio  of  area  of  open  space,  which 
together  with  the  lot  size  shall  equal  the  minimum  lot  size 
per  each  one  family  dwelling  unit. 

C.  Where  a  person  making  a  subdivision  can  show  that  any 
of  these  provisions  would  cause  unnecessary  hardship  to 
such  person  if  strictly  adhered  to,  and  where  because  of 
topographical  or  other  conditions  peculiar  to  the  site,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  a  departure  may 
be  made  without  destroying  the  spirit  of  such  provisions, 
and  would  benefit  the  public  interest,  and  rendering  sub- 
stantial justice  to  such  person,  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
may  authorize  a  variance. 

D.  For  purposes  of  these  provisions,  the  following  defi- 
nition shall  apply: 

(1)  SUBDIVISION  shall  mean  the  division  of  a  lot, 
tract,  or  parcel  of  land  into  two  or  more  lots,  plats,  sites 
or  other  division  of  land  for  the  purpose,  whether  immed- 
iate or  future,  of  sale  or  of  building  development,  and 
where  appropriate  to  its  context,  includes  re-subdivision 
and  relates  also  to  the  process  of  subdividing  or  to  the  land 
or  territory  sibdivided. 

(2)  SUBDIVIDED  LAND  shall  mean  the  lots,  tracts  or 
parcels  of  land  which  are  created  by  a  subdivision  of  land. 

(3)  FAMILY  DWELLING  UNIT  means  abuilding,struct- 
ureo^  other  form  of  shelter  created,  constructed,  provided 
and  /or  suitable  for  continual  inhabitation. 

(4)  OPEN  SPACE  shall  be  an  area  of  land  dedicated 
without  roads  or  buildings,  <;ave  buildings  appurtenant  to 
specific  family  dwelling  units,  reasonably  located  for  own- 
ers of  family  dwelling  units  having  rights  therein  for  all 
sub -surface  uses  and  surface  uses  for  recreational  type 
purposes  as  may  be  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

(5)  The  density  allotment  of  an  essentially  contiguous 
parcel  proposed  for  development  under  this  section  shall 
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be  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dwelling  unit  per  acre  of  that  portion 
of  the  gross  area  of  said  parcel  located  in  the  Village  Dis- 
trict and  one  dwelling  unit  per  two  acres  of  that  portion  of 
said  parcel  located  in  said  Rural  and  Residential  District. 
F  or  the  purpose  of  this  section  gross  area  shall  mean  and 
include  the  total  area  within  the  boundaries  of  the  parcel 
proposed  for  subdivision  into  lots  for  family  dwelling  units 
under  this  section  excluding  proposed  rights  of  way. 

E.  That  a  Board  of  Adjustment  be  appointed  by  the  Se- 
lectmen consisting  of  five  members  with  the  initial     ap- 
pointment of  one  member  to  serve  for  one  year,  one  for 
two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years,  and  one 
for  five  years,  and  thereafter  said  Selectmen  shall  app>oint 
one  member  for  a  term  of  five  years,  with  the  creation  of 
such  Board  of  Adjustment  and  powers  thereof,  to  be  consis- 
tent with  the  provisions  hereunder,  and  pursuant  to   RSA. 
Chapter  31,  and  the  sections  thereunder. 

F.  These  provisions  shall  take  effect  upon  their  passage, 
and  in  the  event  of  the  illegality  or  voidance  of  any  part 
thereof,  the  same  shall  be  severable,  and  to  the  extent 
within  the  spirit  of  the  provision,  the  remainder  shall  re- 
main valid. 

G.  All  subdivisions  having  met  prior  ordinance  provisions 
of  Jackson,  and  with  the  written  approval  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Polution  Control  Commission, 
prior  to  the  effective  date  hereof,  shall  be  permitted  to 
continue  and  exist  as  valid  subdivisions  and  shall  not  be 
deemed  superseded  by  the  provisions  adopted  hereby. 

SECTION  2.  Districts.  The  following  provisions  of  these 
Ordinances  shall  apply  to  all  property  uses  within  the  Town 
of  Jackson: 

A.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Ordinance,  the  area  of  the  Town 
of  Jackson  is  hereby  divided  into  two  ^2)  Zoning  Districts, 
hereafter  called  "District". 

(1)  The  Village  District  is  that  land  within  500  feet  on 
either  side  of  the  travelled  center  line  of  public  Routes  16 
and  16A  and  all  other  land  between  said  routes  within  said 
town. 

(2)  The  Rural  and  Residential  District  is  all  land  that 
within  the  Town  of  Jackson,  not  otherwise  designated  as 
within  the  Village  District. 

B.  The  boundaries  of  the  two  Zoning  Districts  are  as  de- 
picted on  Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Jackson,  which  map 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  Ordinance. 
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C.  The  following  uses,  and  no  other,  except  as  provided 
elsewhere  under  this  Section,  shall  be  permitted  in  the  re- 
spective Districts  of  the  town: 

(1)  Rural  and  Residential  Distriict  uses  are  single  and  multi- 
family  dwelling  units,  farms,  customary  home  industry^ 
or  occupation,  carried  on  exclusively  by  a  resident  of  the 
premises,  entirely  within  a  building,  employing  not  more 
than  three  (3)  people,  provided  such  use  is  secondary  to 
the  use  of  the  premises  for  dwelling  purposes,  and  also  pro- 
vided that  such  use  does  not  constitute  a  public  hazard  or 
nuisance. 

(2)  Village  District  uses  are:  All  uses  permitted  in  Rural 
and  Residential  District  and  in  addition  thereto,  restaurants, 
professionaland/or  commercial  businesses,  municipal  fa- 
cilities and  areas,  hotels,  motels,  private  and /or  charitable 
facilities,  but  shall  exclude  businesses  whose  inventory 
for  resale  or  lease,  includes  petroleum  products,  self-pro- 
pelled motorized  vehicles,  mobile  or  travel  type  trailers, 
and  excludingbusinesses  primarily  engaged  in  sale  or  lease 
of,  prepared  foods  primarily  for  consumption  outside  the 
building,  facilities  or  space  primarily  for  tenting  and  trail- 
ers, and /or  private  educational  facilities,  but  excepting 
therefrom  non  -profit  facilities  for  pre  -school  age  children, 

D.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  structures  or  uses  existing 
prior  to  the  effective  date  hereof,  nor  to  any  alteration 
and/or  enlargement  thereof,  but  it  shall  apply  to  any  al- 
teration of  a  building  for  use  for  a  purpose  or  in  a  manner 
substantially  different  from  the  use  to  which  it  was  put  be- 
fore alteration  or  to  an  abandonment  of  a  use  of  a  build- 
ing non -conforming  to  these  provisions,  which  is  substan- 
tially continuous  for  a  period  of  more  than  twelve  (12)  con- 
secutive months. 

E.  The  following  terms  shall  apply  to  this  Section: 

(1)  "Alteration"  means  any  structural  change  to  a  building 
and  change  of  present  design  or  use  where  compatible  and 
consistent  with  the  existing  uses. 

(2)  "Enlargement"  means  increase  in  size  of  any  structure 
or  enhancement  of  use  as  to  land. 

(3)  "Farm"  means  husbandry,  agricultural,  forestry,  and 
all  horticultural  use,  including  related  facilities  and  in- 
cluding roadside  stands  for  sale  of  farm  products,  green- 
houses, horse  stables,  and/or  nurseries. 

(4)  "Commercial  Business"  means  the  sale  or  lease  of  a 
product  not  manufactured  on  the  premises,  or  of  a  service.

SECTION  3.  Parking:  All  new,  altered  and/or  enlarged 
structures  or  land  uses  shall  provide  adequate  parking  fa- 
cilities for  motor  vehicles  which  shall  at  least  meet  the 
following  minimum  requirements: 

A.  Family  dwelling  units:  Space  for  parking  two  (2)  motor 
vehicles  per  each  family  dwelling  unit. 

B.  All  other  structure  and  land  uses  shall  provide  parking 
spaces  necessary  for  all  patrons,  employees,  guests,  or 
other  users,  as  maybe  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

SECTION  4.  Penalties:  A  violation  of  any  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance of  this  Town  shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  more 
than  $20.  00,  with  each  day  that  such  violation  continues 
to  be  deemed  a  separate  offense.  Nothing  hereunder  shall 
be  construed  as  prohibiting  in  addition  to  the  foregoing, 
action  to  remedy  violations  as  permitted  otherwise  under 
RSA  Chapter  31. 

SECTIONS.  Signs:  The  following  provisions  shall  apply 
to  the  location,  erection,  and  maintenance  of  signs  on  any 
property  within  the  Town  of  Jackson: 
A. On  premises  sign:  Any  new  or  replacement  signs  shall 
meet  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Be  no  larger  than  24  square  feet,  and 

(2)  Not  be  neon  lighted  or  have  flashing  lights,  and 

(3)  Be  substantially  of  wood  construction,  except  for 
its  support. 

B.  Off  premises  signs  shall  be  limited  to  directory  type 
signs  for  local  businesses  as  may  be  recommended  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen. 

C.  Signs  not  conforming  with  these  conditions  shall  be  re- 
moved within  three  (3)  years  from  the  date  of  enactment 
of  this  Section,  save  that  nothing  hereunder  shall  be  deem- 
ed to  prohibit  State  Highway  signs. 

SECTION  6.  Height  of  Buildings  or  Structures:  All  new 
structures  and  all  alterations  and /or  enlargements  of 
structures  shall  be  limited  to  an  overall  height  of  35  feet 
as  measured  vertically  at  all  points  from  ground  level  to 
the  top  of  such  structure. 

SECTION  7.  No  trailer  or  mobile  home  parks  shall  be  lo- 
cated or  maintained  within  the  Town  of  Jackson,  and  which 
for  purposes  hereof  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  a  parcel  of 
land  where  two  or  more  trailers  or  mobile  homes  are  park- 
ed. Nothing  hereunder  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  in- 
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dividual  trailers  or  mobile  homes  located  on  individual 
lots  so  long  as  such  lot  otherwise  meets  the  minimum  lot 
size  requirements  under  the  Ordinances  of  the  Town  of 
Jackson  and  such  trailer  shall  be  set  back  150  feet  from 
the  nearest  edge  of  any  proposed  or  existing  public  road 
bordering  the  same.

1973  wasanother  year  of  substantial  activity  at  the  Air- 
port. Transienttraffic  increased,  as  did  the  number  of  air- 
craft using  Eastern  Slope  Regional  as  their  base. 

Last  year,  it  was  reported  that  the  Airport  Authority  was 
exploring  the  possibility  of  increasing  aircraft  storage  fa- 
cilities. The  need  for  hangar  space  has  grown,  and  thein- 
come  for  hangar  rentals  augments  the  monies  raised  by  par- 
ticipating towns.  High  construction  costs  and  mortgage 
rates  have  slowed  this  project;  however,  it  presently  ap- 
pears that  government  loan  funds  may  soon  be  available 
for  this  purpose. 

The  Airport  was  constructed  over  ten  years  ago.  We 
have  the  Federal  Aeronautics  Administration  to  review 
Eastern  Slope's  Master  Plan,  in  order  that  it  may  be  brou- 
ghtinline  with  today's  aviation  needs,  before  the  Airport 
Authority  undertakes  any  major  projects  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  facilities. 
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HIGHWAY  OBSTRUCTION 


As  our  Town  continues  to  grow  particularly  during  tiie 
winter,  with  the  influx  of  vacationing  skiers,  it  becomes 
increasingly  apparent  that  we  need  to  be  more  rigid  in  our 
enforcement  of  the  statutes  that  provide  for  the  removal  of 
the  vehicles  that  are  obstructing  our  highways.  This  is  par- 
ticularly critical  in  times  of  heavy  snow  fall  when  cars  in 
the  highway  hinder  the  plowing  operations  of  our  Town, 
Your  Selectmen  and  Mr.  Kelley  are  always  reluctant  to 
order  the  towing  of  cars,  however  it  is  critical  that  the 
highways  be  kept  clear  to  allow  for  the  flow  of  traffic  and 
emergencies.  We  therefore  solicit  your  cooperation  in 
making  whatever  arrangements  are  necessary  to  see  that 
your  vehicles  are  not  left  on  the  roadways  of  the  Town. 
Below  we  are  republishing  the  statutes  enacted  by  the  legis- 
lature spelling  out  the  authority  for  removal  of  vehicles. 
It  is  our  hope  to  eliminate  the  need  of  our  making  use  of 
this  authority. 

249:29  Removal  of  Obstructions 

The  State  Department  of  public  works  and  highways 
may  remove  all  obstructions  in  class  1.,  class  2  or  3  high- 
ways, and  the  highway  agent  of  any  city  or  town  may  re- 
move all  obstructions  on  any  other  highways  and  on  town 
maintained  portions  of  class  2  highways. 

570:10  Obstructing  access  to  highways 

No  person  shall  obstruct  the  highways  by  parking  an 
automobile,  other  vehicle  or  object  in  or  in  front  of  a 
driveway  to  any  dwelling,  store,  shop  or  other  place  of 
business,  factory,  field  or  forest  so  as  to  obstruct  the  pass- 
age of  vehicles  from  the  highway  into  such  driveway  or 
from  such  driveway  into  the  highway, 

570:11  Removal  of  Obstruction  Lien 

Any  inspector  of  the  motor  vehicle  department,  police 
officer,  sheriff,  deputy  sheriff  or  selectman  is  hereby  auth- 
orized, if  in  his  opinion  the  same  is  necessary,  to  employ 
a  wrecker  or  other  apparatus  to  remove  such  obstruction  at 
the  expense  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  said  obstructing  ve- 
hicle or  object  and  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  wrecker 
apparatus  used  in  said  removal  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the 
vehicle  or  object  so  removed  for  his  fee  or  charge  for  said 
removal.

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REPORT  of  the  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  &    DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  New  Hampshire  Forest  Fire  Service  is  represented 
in  every  town,  city  or  unorganized  place  in  our  state  by 
the  forest  fire  warden.  Anyone  wishing  to  kindle  an  out- 
side fire  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must 
first  obtain  the  written  permission  of  the  fire  warden.  Ex- 
cept for  cooking  fires,  no  fire  can  be  kindled  between 
9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  unless  it  is  a  commercial  or  in- 
dustrial burn  or  it  is  raining.  The  fire  warden  is  assisted 
in  his  work  by  the  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  who  works  for 
the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development 
Forest  Fire  Service. 

Fire  prevention  was,  again  this  year,  the  most  impor- 
tant part  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job.  Fire  statistics 
show  the  need  with  72%  of  the  fires  caused  by  smoking, 
debris  burning  and  children.  Smokey  the  bear  is  an  im- 
portant prevention  tool  but  he  still  needs  much  help  from 
the  public.  Parents  should  warn  their  children  of  the  haz- 
ards of  playing  with  matches.  Children  tend  to  forget  that 
a  lighted  match  held  in  their  hands  is  a  potential  forest  fire.
